foundit necessary to exercise the “temporary reallocation of
balances” authority provided by this sectioromder to meet
paymentresponsibilities and cover resulting negative cash
balancesiuring the month of November 2002.

On November 22, 2002, th&/isconsin Health Education
Loan Repayment Fundcash balance closed at a negative $1
thousand. The negative balance continued uhtdvember
27,2002, when the balance closed at a positive $12 thousand.
TheWisconsin Health Education Loan Repayment Fund
cashbalance reached a low of negative $2 thousand on
November25, 2002. The negative balance was due to the
differencein the timing of revenues and expenditures.

The Wisconsin Health Education Loan Repayment Fsind’
negativecash balance was not in excess of the statutory
interfund borrowing limitation and did not exceed the
balance®f the funds available for interfund borrowing.

The distribution of interest earnings to investment pool
participantds based on the averadaily balance in the pool
andeach fund share. Therefore, the monthly calculation by
the StateControllets Ofice will automatically reflect the use
of these temporary reallocations of balance authaitgl as

a result, the funds requiring the use of the authority will
effectivelybear the interest cost.
